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Europe's leaders 
furious over US spying 
claims 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eu¬ 
rope's leaders united Thurs¬ 
day behind fiirious Germany 
and France as an escalating 
row over claims of US 
snooping on its traditional al¬ 
lies overshadowed an EU 
summit. 

German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel, whose mobile 
phone was rep ortedly tlie lat¬ 
est target of covert surveil¬ 
lance by the US National 
Security Agency (NSA), set 
the tone. 

"Spying between fiiends, 
that's just not done," she said 
as she joined leaders of the 
2E-nation European Union for 
a summit initially called to 
discuss boosting employment 
and die digital economy. 

"We need trust between 
partners and such trust needs 
to be re-established." 

The Genii an chancellor 
later met with French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande, who 
made no statement on enter¬ 


ing the two-day talks. A 
French diplomatic source 
said they aimed to discuss 
"^how to coordinate their re¬ 
sponse" to the eavesdropping 
allegations. 

Botli leaders phoned Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama this 
week demanding clanficatioii 
over claims tlie NS A spied on 
millions of French phone 
calls, and on the German 
leader personally. 

But in Waslungton, White 
House spokesman Jay Car¬ 
ney refused to say v^ether 
Washington had listened in 
on Merkel in tlie p ast. 

TTie White House has been 
on tricky political ground 
since saying when the claims 
first surfaced on Wednesday 
that it IS not monitoring 
Merkel's c a mmiim cations 
and will not do so

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Learning the art of mosaic for 

gardening 



''Everything can be mosaic,” 
were the \vords of Claudia 
van Kessel when teaching the 
art to the Aruba Garden 
Club The members met last 
Saturday, October 13 for a 
course in mosaic, the art of 
creating images witli an as¬ 
semblage of small pieces of 
colored glass, stone, or other 
materials. "You can even cre¬ 
ate a mosaic of small pieces 
of paper" she explained to the 
attendees before they sat at 
the table to craft. 

Tlie participants than re¬ 
ceived pliers to cut the tiles m 
small pieces and a tweezers 
to hold tlie small pieces and 


glue put them on a substra¬ 
tum, the base. Claudia made 
sure tliat everyone had a base, 
either a porcelain plate, a 
heart cut out of wood, or a 
plant pot or a tile to work on. 
Each student was allowed to 
either make their own design, 
or use a template with a 
drawing. 

“Mosaic IS hke worlmig in 
your garden. You start with a 
drawing and then you start 
placing y’^our plants, trying to 
match tho se ivhich are of the 
same kind", a student com¬ 
mented. After letting tlie de¬ 
signs dry for 24 hours, they 
used grout to fill the spaces 


between the pieces. 

Aruba Garden members 
meet every llurd Saturday of 
the month. Tlieir objective is 
to promote, develop and ez- 
p and tlie knowledge of plants 
and gardemiig among mem¬ 
bers and the community. Dur¬ 
ing each meeting they 
practice a certain garden 
theme.

US 0 ffiaals habitually re- 
hi se to di s cu s s intelli g ence is- 
sues and espionage 
allegations as a matter of pol¬ 
icy. 

"We want the truth/ said 
Italian Premier Ennco Lett a 
in Brussels, as leaders of Bel¬ 
gium, Finland, Malta and 
others told reporters that 
Washington must provide an 
explanation and Europe must 
take a joint stand to protect its 
citizens. 

The EU executive, tlie Eu¬ 
ropean Commission, called 
for "a united stand" as its 
President Jose Manuel Bar- 
roso warned against a slide 
towards "totalitananism" 

"Data pro te cti on mu st 
apply no matter if it concerns 
the emails of citizens or the 
mobile phone of Angela 
Merkel,"' said EU Justice 
Comnn SSI oner Viviane P,.ed- 
ing. "Now IS the time for ac¬ 
tion and not only for 
declarations at the EU sum¬ 
mit.' 

Merkel has warned that 
proof of snooping on her 
phone would be considered a 
"hreach of trust". 

The NS A affair has also 
seen claims of US snooping 


on foreign leaders in Mexico 
and Brazil, whose President 
Dilma Rousseff last month 
cancelled a state visit to 
Washington over the scandal 

The White House is strug¬ 
gling to stem the diplomatic 
damage. 

In Germany, the head of 
the SPD party, Sigmar 
Gabnel -- currently in talks 
with Merkel to fonn a coali¬ 
tion government -- said tlie 
snooping threatened talks to 
seal a trans-Atlantic &ee 
trade deal seen as tlie biggest 
in In story. 

'Espionage is not an EU 
matter' 

As the row widened, Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament president 
Martin Schulz also suggested 
the trade talks be suspended, 
while MEPs have asked for a 
key EU-US bank data-shar- 
ing deal aimed at fighting ter¬ 
rorism to be suspended 

It remains uncertain 
wiiether EU leaders will 
come up with a common 
stand in response to the out- 
cry. 

Many, notably Britain 
with its close intelligence 
links to tlie US, and Spain, 
see spying as a matter of na¬ 
tional interest firmly outside 
the bloc's remit.

'Obamacare* woas 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
lawmakers grilled tlie con¬ 
tractors behind the troubled 
Obamacare website Tliursday 
as Republicans attacked what 
they dubbed "one of the 
biggest IT disasters in gov¬ 
ernment history.' 

President Barack Obama's 
Republican opponents have 
long opposed his flagslup 
heal til insurance reforai, and 
have gleeftilly seized on the 
failed launch of its online 
sign-up page. 

Executives from firms 
contracted by the Dep artment 
of Health and Human Serv¬ 
ices said the site's debut had 
been hit by technical com¬ 
plexities and an overwhelm¬ 


ing response by consumers. 

But tliey also testified that, 
while ideally there should 
have been months of testing 
before launclnng such a com¬ 
plex system, HHS waited just 
two weeks before taking the 
website live on October 1. 

" It WDul d h ave b e en b etter 
to have more time," Cheryl 
Campbell, senior vice presi¬ 
dent of contractor CGI Fed¬ 
eral, admitted to House of 
Representatives members in 
a testy hearing. 

Andrew Slavitt, group 
vice president of contractor 
Op turn, said the website's dry 
run only began in mid-Sep¬ 
tember, adding: "Ideally, in¬ 
tegrated testing would have 


occurred well before that 
dale ^ 

Even as they and others 
testified that many initial 
technical glitches they en¬ 
countered have been re¬ 
solved, lawinalters vented 
their anger over the deeply 
embarrassing rollout. 

"This IS not about blame, 
it's about accountability; 
transparency and fairness for 
the American public," said 
House Ener^'^ and Com¬ 
merce Committee chairman 
Fred Upton, who said the 
problems are symptomatic of 
broader difficulties with the 
law. 

"The broken promises are 
many," he said. 


Upton said that in the 
months before the online 
debut, contractors and offi¬ 
cials "looked us in the eye 
and assured us repeatedly that 
everything was on track -- ex¬ 
cept that it wasn't' 

Fellow F^epubhcan Joe 
Pitts went furtlier, decrying 
tlie botched rollout as "one of 
the biggest IT disasters in 
government In story." 

Obama is facing criticism 
for failures stemming firom 
tlie debut of the site -- Health¬ 
care, gov — tlirough which 
millions of Americans are ex¬ 
pected to buy insurance 
Consumers have had trou¬ 
ble signing oa gentling accu¬ 
rate cost estimates, and 


completing enrollment. 

With the problems under 
the microscope, the White 
House moved to clear up 
confusion about the law. 

Obamacare requires most 
Amen cans to have health in¬ 
surance fi'om 2GI4 or face a 
fine, but the White House 
said it will give an extra six 
weeks, until March 31, to ob¬ 
tain insurance before facing 
the penalty 

Thursday's heanng was 
the first of tliree over the next 
week arranged by House P.e- 
publicans, who oppose the re¬ 
forms and often used political 
rhelonc at tlie heanng to con¬ 
vey their distaste for Oba¬ 
macare.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Tlie US impnsoned a fonner 
Men-:an state police chief for 
almost 13 years and fined 
him $10 billion HiurEday for 
trafficking marijuana into tlie 
United States for tlie noton- 
ous Gulf Cartel 

The Department of Justice 
said Gilberto Lerma Plata, 
50, was a fonner commander 
of tlie Mexican State Police 
inTamaulipas state and at die 
same time was on the p ayroll 
of the Gulf Cartel based in 
Matamoros, on the border 
widi Texas 

He was arrested on the US 
side of the border in Apnl 
3013 and on March 1 this 
year pleaded gLiilty at a fed¬ 
eral court 111 Washington to 
conspiracy charges to import 
"multi-to 11 quantities of mar¬ 
ijuana" into the United States. 

"Intercepted conversations 
revealed that Lemia Plata and 
high ranking members of die 
Gulf Cartel discussed the 
shipment of large quantities 
of manjuana for distiibudon 
in the Urn ted States as well as 
the transportation firora the 
United Stales of proceeds 
from die sales of the drugs," 
the Justice Department said 


in a statement. 

"These intercepted conver¬ 
sations also revealed that 
Lerma Plata obtained AK-47 
and AR-15 assault rifles, as 
well as pistols, for members 
of die cartel." 

He was sentenced to serve 
151 months in prison and or¬ 
dered to forfeit $10 billion, 
which die court said repre¬ 
sents the gross receipts of die 
Gulf Cartel from selling 1.4 
million kilograms (3.1 mil¬ 
lion pounds) of cocaine and 
S,DOO tons of manjuana into 
the United States from 3Q06 
to 2011. 

"As a police officer, the de¬ 
fendant should have fought 
narco-traffickers; but, in¬ 
stead, he helped those traf¬ 
fickers transport massive 
quantities of dangerous drugs 
into the US," said acting as¬ 
sistant attorney general 
My thill Raman in a state¬ 
ment. 

"Today, this former cnme 
frghler will start serving his 
pnson sentence alongside die 
cartel members he assisted 
and will be required to forfeit 
1D billion dollars mill-gotten 
gains — a frtting end to his 
criminal career."

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Police arrest schoolboy, 11, in latest 
US gun incident 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - An 
11-year-old US student ap- 
peai'ed in court Thursday on 
suspicion of attempted murder 
after bnnging a hand^m and 
40Q rounds of ammunition into 
school, a spokesman said. 

In th e latest m a sp ate o f in- 
cidents in US schools winch 
have left four dead this week, 
the boy also allegedly hrouglil 
"multiple" knives to the Fron¬ 
tier Middle School in Vancou¬ 
ver, in Washington slate on 
Wednesday. 

"Tlie school was placed into 
lockdown for approximately 
two hours while officers were 
at the campus. Tliere were no 
injuries rdated to tins inci¬ 
dent," said a statement released 
by local police. "An 11-yeai'- 
old male was interviewed by 
detectives and subsequently ai'^- 
rested for one count of at¬ 
tempted murder," it added. 

A spokeswoman, Kim 
Kapp, told AFP diat the boy 
made a first app eai'ance Thurs¬ 
day morning in Clark County 
juvemle court. 


The incident came after 
three fatal incidents in US 
schools this week. 

On Monday a 12-year-old 
shot dead at a teacher at Sparks 
Middle School in Nevada, and 
also injured two fellow stu¬ 
dents before killing Imnself 
□n Tuesday, Californian 
police shot dead a 13-year-old 
boy who was cairying a pellet 
^un that looked like an assault 
ride 

The cliild, identified as 
Andy Lopez and descnbed in 
media reports as popular m his 
sdiool, was walking down a 
street when sheriffs deputies 
saw him cBurying what ap¬ 
peared to be a rifle 

Tliey ordered lum to drop it 
and "and at some point imme¬ 
diately thereafter, die deputies 
fired several rounds from their 
handguns at the subject stnk- 
inglnm several times; " said the 
Sonoma county shenffs o ffice. 

Tlien on Wednesday a24- 
year-old teacher was allegedly 
kiUed by a 14-year-old boy at 
Danvers Higli School in Mas¬ 


sachusetts. Police found blood 
in abathmom of the school be¬ 
fore discovering her body in 
nearby woods. 

The incidents have fueled 
America's perennial debate 
about gun control, re-ignitedin 
traumatic fashion by last De¬ 
cember's massacre at a school 
in Newtown, Connecticut, 
wludi killed 26-- including 20 
young clnldren. 

In the wal^e of these 
killings. President Barack 
Obama pledged to pursue 
"sensible" gun control, after 
littie was done following other 
recent mass shootings in the 
states of Colorado and Ari¬ 
zona 

But the adnumstration 
made no pro gress in Congress. 

Until Newtowix America's 
most notorious school shoot¬ 
ing was when students Eric 
Heutis and Dylan Klebold at¬ 
tacked die Columbine High 
School in Colorado in April 
1999, Inlling 13 and wounding 
23 before turning llieir guns on 
diems elves.

HIV has big hiding place, foiling hopes for cure 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Modern medicine can keep 
HIV at bay but not cure it, 
and researchers SEud Tliurs- 
day the reason may he in tlie 
larger-than-expected size of 
the virus's hiding place 

Traces of HIV can he dor¬ 
mant in the body's immune 
cells, and this so-called latent 
reservoir is 6D times bigger 
than previous estimates, ac¬ 
cording to new research in 
the journal Cell. 

Tlie findings, based on 
three years of lab experi¬ 
ments, explain why human 
immunodeficiency virus usu¬ 
ally makes a swift comeback 
and can lead to fiill-blown 
AIDS if an infected person 
stops taking antiretroviral 
drugs. 

" Our study results certainly 
show that finding a cure for 
HIV disease is going to be 
much harder than we had 
thought and hoped for,' said 
senior investigator Robert 


Sill Cl an 0 , a professor at the 
Jolins Hopkins University 
School of Medicine. 

Siliciano in 1995 first 
showed that reservoirs of 
dormant HIV were present in 
immune cells. 

Tliere are 213 known 
provimses, or remnants of 
HIV that linger in cells and 
tissues throughout the body 
even when HIV is unde¬ 
tectable in tlie blood. 

Tlie latest research showed 
tliat 25 of these -- a total of 12 
percent -- could reactivate 
themselves, replicate their 
genetic material and infect 
other cells. 

Tins came as a surprise to 
the science team, because 
tliese n on-induced pro viruses 
had previously been viewed 
as defective, tli ere fore play¬ 
ing no role in the infection's 
return. 

Tlie study found that the 
average frequency of intact 
non-induced provimses was 


'at least 60-fold higher' than 
the potentially dangerous la¬ 
tent viruses til at scientists al¬ 
ready knew ab out. 

All these intact iion-in- 
duced provimses need to be 
wiped outm order to acliieve 
a cure, experts say What is 
needed are specialized dmgs 
that target tliem. 

More tlian 34 million peo¬ 
ple worldiAode are infected 
with HIV The tliree-decade- 
old pandemic kills about l.S 
million people each yeai: 

Ahandfiil of people with 
HIV around the world have 
been described as being in re¬ 
mission or potentially cured 
of HIV, but these cases are 
rare. 

The most famous of them, 
Timothy Brown -- an Ameri¬ 
can who was long referred to 
as the Berlin patient -- was 
cleared of the vims after a 
bone marrow transplant that 
wiped out bo til his leukemia 
and his HIV infection. 


Another novel case in¬ 
volves a young girl who was 
infected in the womb, and 
was given a potent dose of 
antiretrovirals shortly after 
birth until she was 1S months 
old 

At that point, tlie child's 
motlier stopped bringing her 
to tlie doctor and stopped giv¬ 
ing her medication. Research 
out Wednesday showed the 
now three-year-old child has 
no trace of HIV in her blood 
despite going IE months 
V(/ithout treatment. 

Clinical tnals to test the ap¬ 
pro ach on a wi der sc al e in in¬ 
fants in low and middle 
income countries are set to 
b egin next year 

"Altliough cure of HIV in¬ 
fection may be achievable in 
special situations, the elimi¬ 
nation of the latent reseivrair 
is a maj or problem, and it is 
unclear how long it will take 
to find a way to do this," said

The Wlnte House, refused 
to say whether Waslungton's 
agents had intercepted her 
communications in. the past, 
and Obama was forced to 
promise they would not do so 
in the future. 

Anud growing outrage in 
Europe, the scandal spotliglits 
how 111 gh-ranking officials use 
technology and, possibly, how 
reacliing for a personal iPhone 
or Blackberry can expose then 
Achilles' heel.

($3,450 each) -- equipped 
with special security media- 
111 sms. 

In France, high-ranking of- 
fidals have encrypted Teorem 
cell phones exclusively built 
for the state by defense con¬ 
tractor Thales and vdiich ai'e 
believed to cost some 3,300 
euros a piece. 

Approved by the ANSSI na¬ 
tional security agency tliey 
even allow tlie secure transfer 
of material deemed "top se¬ 
cret." 

Some officials also have ac¬ 
cess to ahiglily secure intranet 
and an inter-ministerial land- 
line phone and fax network. 

However, tliese systems ai'e 
often seen as restnctive and 
slow by tlieir users. 

□n a Teorem phone, for ex¬ 
ample, it takes up to 30 sec¬ 
onds to place a call due to 
security codes -- and that can 
fi’usti'ate officials m an era of 
increasingly fast communica¬ 
tions. 

Hands off Gmail and 
Google 

In an August 19 memo — 
after leaks by former US intel¬ 
ligence contractor Edwai'd 
Snowden stalling revealing 
tlie extent of American spying 


in Europe — the French prime 
minister's office reminded 
miiiistnes about the impor¬ 
tance of securing data. 

Among other things, the 
memo specified that "the use 
of unapproved commercial 
smartphones must exclude the 
communication of sensitive 
information." 

Furtliermore, it said, all sen¬ 
sitive information, even that 
which is non-dassified in na¬ 
ture, must be sent from termi¬ 
nals equipped with security 
systems approved by AN SSI 

People who own enciypted 
cell phones, be they politi¬ 
cians, company heads, lawyers 
or even journalists, “have at 
least one iPlione or Black¬ 
berry'' on top of it, F^obert 
Avril, founder of the firm 
Crypto franc e, told AFP. 


The finn launched its first 
enciypted phones m 30QS. 

Despite all the training ses¬ 
sions itiese individuals re¬ 
ceive, once back home such 
individuds tell tliem selves tliat 
hacking only happens to oth¬ 
ers, he said. 

Politicians ai'e particulai'ly 
tough to convince, said Herve 
Schauer of CLUSIF, a French 
non-profit that hrmgs together 
infonnation security profes¬ 
sionals.

Bank of America cuts 
1,200 mortgage jobs 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Bank of America Tliursday 
Scttditcut 1,200 employeesm 
its mortgage finance division 
due to lower refinancing de¬ 
mand and a decline in mort¬ 
gage delmquencies. 

The US banking giant had 
27,000 employees in its mort¬ 
gage division at the end aftlie 
third quarter, or 22,000 in¬ 
cluding contract employees. 

A bank statement said the 
cuts were taken after the 
number of delinquent loans 
fell to “less than one-llurd of 
peak levels." 

As it responds to the lower 
demand, "we are reducing tlie 
size of the operations that 
support these specialized pro¬ 
grams,"' the bank said. 

"Additionally, in line with 
the industry, we are realign¬ 
ing our cost structure in re¬ 
sponse to lower customer 
demand for mortgage refi¬ 
nancing " 


Tlie cuts come on tlie heels 
of mortgage finance staff re¬ 
ductions at other big banks, 
including Wells Fargo and 
Citigroup, as fewer cus¬ 
tomers refinance mortgages 
due to higher interest rates. 

Tlie Wall Street Journal re¬

NDS: YOU HAVE HAD 
SUCH A FRUITFUL CA¬

ABOUT LIFE? 

RR Well life has taught me 
tliat happiness is just momen¬ 
tary. It comes and it goes. It's 
not a constant thing unless 


you’re taking some kind of 
drug that I’m not aware of 
Life is a senes of ups and 
downs and liigh moments and 
low moments of joy and mo¬ 
ments of sadness and depres¬ 
sion So 1 like happiness a lot 
when It comes. 

NDS: HAVE YOU GOTTEN 
WISER WITH AGE? 

RR: I tlimk tliat when you get 
to a cert.ain age you gam wis¬ 
dom You don’t have that when 
you are twenty. You are too 
busy moving forward. If you 
have wisdom then you become 
philosophical. Ifyou become 
philosophical, then you look 
back over time and stait to look 
at your life and you look at 
things you’ve done wi'ong 
along the road tliat you would¬ 
n't have seen when you were 
doing It.

Fame came to 
me unexpectedly, I was not to¬ 
tally prepared for it because it 
came hai'd and fast.

It came over one 
film and I suddenly had to deal 
with this jump. Because of the 
way in winch I was treated, 
people were treating me in a 
totally different way. Hiey 
were pulling at my clothes, 
they were pulling at my hair 
and they were yelling and 
tilings like that. I thought wait 
a minute, tins seems unreal and 
then 1 worried about whether 
that would chauge my hfe. I 
had a family I didn’t want that 
to fall down on my Idds, I did¬ 
n’t want the pressui'e on tiiem.

Hiat had never hap¬ 
pened to me before, so I put up 
a card and it said first step , 
there ai'e tiiree steps The first 
step IS that you find yourself 
being treated like an object and 
tlien you have to be careful 
Hie second step is that you 
will begin to behave like an 
object and the third step is that 
you will become an object 
Hiat IE what 1 did for myself to 
prevent me fi'om going off the 
rails, because how could you 
not be flattered if some one 
suddenly thought that you 
were good looking?"

With 
fame, suddenly every tiling 
changed and I thou^t "Olx 
tiiere’s a danger here.

I was interested 
in going to New York , going 
to Colorado. Going outside of 
Los Angeles to get away fi’om 
what was happening. Hie city 
was being ciiished by develop¬ 
ment, crushed by skyscrapers 
and fireeways and tilings that 
did not exist when I was a kid, 
so It was not a place that I was 
happy witii any more I felt tliat 
it was being tal^en away. I 
end ed up in N ew York b e can se 
I wanted to do theati’e, I 
wanted to learn my craft. I was 
also a painter and 1 wanted to 
explore tliat part of my hfe. 
Hie idea of coimug back to 
Hollywood as an actor in a 
film was kind of weird, but I 
just thought "Well.

Pacquiao training 'like a 
20-year-old' 



GENERAL SANTOS (AFP) 
- Pliilippme boxing hero 
Maimy Pacquiao says he is fu¬ 
ll Q usly trainin g lik e a 2 Q -y eai- 
ald to breal^ a loang streak and 
re-establish hi£ reputation as 
one of the world's best fight¬ 
ers, 

Pacquiao also said Ins 
match against American Bran¬ 
don Rios in tlie Clunese tem- 
toiy of Macau next month 
would be "a good window" to 
promote boxing in China, and 
that he felt honoured to take 
part in the landmai“k bout. 

"Tins training camp, 1 be¬ 
lieve, IS one of the longest 
prepai'ations in my boxing ca¬ 
reer, I trained early because 1 
want to prove that I can still 
fight in the lop (tier) of box¬ 


ing," he told reporters late 
Wednesday m his home town 
of General Santos in the south¬ 
ern Plnlippines, 

" Tin s tun e my prep ai'ati on i s 
more serious, more focused. 
My mind is like when I was 20 
years old,' 

A former champion in an 
unprecedented eight weight 
divisions, Facqmao, wlio turns 
in December, is seeking to 
come back fi'om two consecu¬ 
tive defeats which have led 
supporters to question if he 
should hang up Ins gloves. 

He lost a controversial split 
decision to Amen can Timothy 
Bradley in June last year, tlien 
suffered a sixth-round knock¬ 
out to Mexican arch rival Juan 
Manuel Marquez six montlis 


later 

Pacquiao said he had come 
to terms with Ins shock defeat 
to Marquez, reasoning that 
losing was inevitable dunng a 
long sporting cai'eer. 

“I don't think I had a mis¬ 
take in that fight. If you look 
back. I had IDQ percent con¬ 
ditioning, aggressiveness. That 
(defeat) is part of boxmg. I ac¬ 
cept lOQ percent what hap¬ 
pened in the last fight," he 
said. 

Wlnle he had done light 
training earlier, Pacqiuao for¬ 
mally opened Ins training 
camp in General Santos last 
month. 

His Iraiinng to meet Rios, 
for the vacant World Boxing 
Organization (WBO) welter¬ 
weight title, has largely been 
beliind closed doors. 

Tills is in contrast to many 
of his previous training camps, 
where j ournali st s, c el ebhti es 
and odier guests have dropped 
by to pose with the boxer 

Critics have previously 
questioned vdi ether Pacquiao's 
dinunishing prowess in the 
nng was because he had be¬ 
come distracted by his many 
other endeavours. 

His boxing fame helped him 
to launch a successful p olitical 
career in the Philippines, and 
he IS now a second-term con¬ 
gressman with ambitions of 
eventually becoming presi¬ 
dent 

Pacquiao, who tlirough the 
peak of Ins cai'eer fought al¬ 
most exclusively in the United 
States, appeared excited at the 
prospect of raising the sport's 
profile in the world's most

BOSTON (AFP) - The 
Boston Red Soz routed the 
St. Lams Cardinals S-1 to 
launch their World Series 
campaign with an emphatic 
opening game win on 
Wednesday, 

Tlie Red Soz got the early 
upper hand in their best-of- 
seven senes with an offensive 
blitz that staked them to a 5- 
Q lead after just two innings. 

Mike Napoli dubbed a 
thiee-mn, bases-loaded dou¬ 
ble in tlie first and Jon Lester 
pitched seven shutout innings 
in fiont of a sold-out crowd 
of 3S,345 at Fenway Park. 

Napoli's double to center 
field in tlie first inning came 
just moiuents after tlie umpires 
reversed a blown call -- a 
change that loaded the bases 
for Boston 

Lester finished with eight 
strikeouts for the Red Soz, 
who will hy to take a 3-0 lead 
in the best-of-seven senes. 

Lester allowed no runs on 
five hits in just over seven in¬ 
nings. 

Slugger David Qrtiz had a 
two-run homer in tlie seventh 
for Boston, who wasted little 
time getting on the scoreboard. 

Boston has won seven 
World Senes titles, tlieir most 
recent a sweep of the Colorado 
P^-Ockies in 3007. The Cai’dr- 
nals have won 11 crowns, witli 
their last coming just two yeai's 
ago against tlie Texas Rangers 

Whoever wins the series 
will have the most champi- 
onslup titles (thi'ee) over ^e 
last 10 Major League Baseball 
seasons. 

St. Louis staiter Adam 
Wainwnght lasted five in¬ 
nings, giving up five runs on 
SIX lilts for tlie Cardinals who 
also lost veteran Carlos Bel¬ 
tran with nh injuiy.
